The tormer are now engaged in solv- 
ing the Philippine probleiA with the 
Utnoat expedition poHslble. The clash 
caaoo at 9:40 p.m. Saturday, when three 
darlag Flllplnoa darted past the Ne- 
braska reftmant's pickets at Santa Me-

Washington, Feb. Admiral Dewey 
cabled the navy department that hop- 
tUities had begun between the Amerl 
can army p.nd naval fofCfts sad tbe 
Philippine insargaata to aad about 
Manilla. 

The insurgents, ha 8ai4, had b"' n the 
aggressors and had ]ieen repulsed. The 
news came like a shoak, for the ad- 
ministrate, though apprised that an 
ugly situation prevailed in the Philip- 
pines, hud rliine; steadily to a liope 
(hat by tact and patience actual fight- 
ing might be averted, and even those 
public men who felt that bostllites 
would follow should the treaty be rat- 
ified and the riiiti-d Sta.'.es iittenipt to 
occupy the islands, believed that 
Agiiinaldo would not force the fighting 
when the treaty of peace was in its 
most eritleal stage. Some senatorial 
opponents of ratification of the trenty 
adhere to their position, but the gen- 
eral opinion in Washington ta that the 
naira from Manilla inanrea fha ntlfl- 
cation of tbe treaty at 3 p. m. 

DBWBY 18 FIRKT. 

The news of the beglnaing of an- 
other war came from Admiral Dewey. 

It Feems to be Dewey's fortune alwayg 
to be able to report favorable news, 
and like all of his messages that have 
gone before this cablegram, told of 
the success of the American forces In 
action. It was with sreat regret, how- 
ever, that the administration learnel 
that the insurgents had forced the Is- 
sue. It bad hoped all along that they 
coQld be brooght to siM'tha adtaauir-t 
of placing their trust In the Ameri- 
can people, and relying upon the pres- 
ident to dexl Justly with them. The 
administration argued that with the 
Pbllipipne rommlssion fairly on the 
sea en route for Manilla, bringing with 
them messages from the president, and 
with the peace treaty .still unacted on, 
it waa not to be credited that they 
would refuae to wait to learn tbe pur 
poses of the American government, 
but would preciplUte the long im- 
pending conflict. 

While this was true, the officials here 
and the ofllcera in Manilla had not 
been blind 'o the threat contained in 
the sltuatlo" there, and every prepar- 
ation has been made for Just what oc- 
curred. \% la now acknowledged that 
fear of an outbreak In Luson was the 
explanation for the much conimented 
on failure of General Miller to force a 
landing at Ilollo on the Island of 
Paaaj; Otis felt tha^ hf> wanted all 
6/ tM tr6oi>a at iraallla, #hare'was 
located the center Of danger. Part of 
Miller's force therefore was returned 
to .Manilla and that general was left 
with one regiment of regulars and a 
tfettalled Of krtntary, Jnaf aiffBcient to 
take advantage of any defection In his 
front, but not enough to force bis way 
ashore and hold his own. Then, rather 
as a formal aothorlsaUon. for he did 
not ne«A tta Mitl-octlOki, Dewe^^ was 
told to co-operate fully with General 
Otis In any> measures the latter might 
take. 

Some of tbe American warablpa were 
quietly BMifed ' into poMtkMa Vhere 

they perfectly commanded the Insur- 
gent trenches and defences, and could 
shell them' with effect in cise of an 
outbreak. This movement waa aSect- 
ed mora than 10 daya agoit and the 
administratlon^has not felt serious ap- 
prehension of General Otis' ability at 
least to hild his own. 

President McKinley took the view 
that perhaps under a atrlet contniction 
of the terms of the protocol, which still 
holds good in the absence of the rati- 
fication of the treaty, he lacked author- 
ity to extend the field Of occupation 
of the Americana. « ' * 

The fact that the Insurgents them- 
selves have been the first to break the 
truce probably releases tbe United 
States government from further obli- 
gations in this respect, so tbat Oeneral 
Otis wa4 uhquestidnably warranted. In 
the opinion bf the administration ofli- 
cials. in extending his lines as Dewey 
reports he has done, •

Dewey's (Mspatch. in that he spoke of 
the Ameiicaii aimy and navy as "gen- 
erall.v successful," conveying Just th" 
least intimation tbat at ^ome points 
the resnlta were not as satisfactory as 
at others. It Is Inferred here that thl.< 
might mean the development of weak-

The forces at Manilla, ai shown by 
tbe records of tbe adjutant general's 
jfflce Dec. 10, tne date of the laat re- 
fort, were 21.fi49 troops, and of these 
(here were present for duty 19,516 men. 
Thla command Is composed of the fol- 
lowing organizations:

FORCE OP ENEMY UNKXOWW. 

No one here knows the real atrength 
of the iiiuurgents opposed to Gone)"U 
OUa Tbe accounts of their numbers 
are confilcting and none of them comes 
from reliable sources. Still, tbe best 
belief of tbe authorities at the war do 
partmcnt is that they number about 
30.000 men, but they are not compara- 
ble to the American forces in person- 
nel, discipline or quality of armk. 

It Is knoVn that they have soma 
Mausers, some Remingtons and a 
variety of other fire arms, and it Is 
suspected thby ha^o babn Quite plenti- 
fully subpHvd.with' MUnvBltlon firom 
outside sonrces. 

Taken as a whole, this armament Is 
decidedly inferior to tbat ot tbe Amer- 
ican troopa Than, with iaaaperlenced 
oflllcers. In many caasa even the col- 
onels of reelments being not more than 
21 years of age, and their lack of 
knowledge of tactics, they are at a 
great disadvantage. Their strong point 
la their knowledge of the country and 
a certain fanatical bravery in on- 
slaught that would be formidable to a 
volunteer force not well trained to 
stand Bra. Ukk tho Cubaka, tMay reiy 
too mnch on a airord-UkO weapon eor^ 
respcndlng to tbe machete, a weapon 
of little valu against long-range rifles. 

Besides his soldiers General Otis baa 
at bis back in Manilla )»ay, command- 
ing tbe city, a verltabla Gibraltar In 
Uewey'B fleet With tbe vessels he has 
now and th.-se about to Join him Dew- 
ey will have 21 ships of various types. 

The fleet can not opeiratae against 
troops In the interior, but undoubt»d- 
ly Dewey wiU Immediately draw a 
tight rcrdon of blockading vessels 
around the laland of Lunlft 'and make 
a tpeclal leflort' absolutMy fd cut oS 
th'} i.'SLrgents from the supplies and 
atnnuinitUp which they must have to 
carry on the war.

Wa.fhiiigton, Feb. 6.— Senator Gor- 
man of Maryland, who is the leader 
and organizer of the opoaltlon to tha 
treaty in the senate, aaid aa to the ef- 
fect the conflict at Manilla would have 
upon the treaty: "It will have no ef- 
fect whatever. What has occurred Is 
tbe rcEult of what has bean predictiivl 
by the pppOi^eiifs of tha tr«aty all the 
tl.ne. Hie opponents of tbe treaty saiii 
that trouLle would come if we har. il»vl 
those people without gloves and under- 
took to force oturselvea upon them 
without their consent This battle can 
have no effect upon the opponents Ot 
tbe treaty In any way." 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, a 
member ot the committee on foreign 
relations, said: "I am In favor of 
standin;; by Dewey and Otis a.^ against 
Agulnaldo. Our status In the Philip- 
pines is that under the protocol we are 
in possession ot tbe city, bay and bar* 
))or of Manilla. We are acting nnd«r 
a truce with Spain. Those people who 
hav.' attacked the I'nlted Static forces 
are, In the eye of international law, 
still subjects of Spain, and would ba 
until the treatyis ratified. Tbey have 
violated the truce and are our public 
enemicsand should be treated as such." 

Senator Pettlgrew: "We could have 
had no poaalble difllculty with the pao* 
pie of tha Philippines If we had glvctt 
to them the honest assurance that wi> 
did not propose to overthrow their 
newly established liberies. The courts 
of tbe admlnistratloo, oo tha contrary, 
has been'ooa of 'crfminal aggreaaioo' 
and apparent bad faith. There can be 
no question In the mind of any one 
who has read the Instructions to tbe 
peace conuolssioners that the preai- 
dent's purpose always wss to make 
a permanent claim to the island of 
Luzon. To turn upon ally In this way 
Is certainly the greatest International 
crime of the century. I believe the 
treaty should be amended at once so 
as to give assurance to those people 
of our good faith and thus make them 
our friends, even under these trying 
drcumstancea. We should even now 
withdraw our military forces and allow 
them to esiahlishe a mi'ltary govern- 
ment of their own." Senator Pettlgrew 
said that lu his opinion the flghtil^ 
would not delay a vot° on the treaty.

and, secondly, because they did hot

pomibl^ howarar. that thair patiane^

HIa sermon at the Hill Street 
Church at 1 1 o'<;1ock last Sunday was a 
masterly efl'ort, woi^y of any preacher, 
JWgardless of sect or creed." 



Governor Bradley, although a ataunch 
Republican, ia bitterly opposed to the 
policy of imperialism now being advo- 
cated so strongly by bis party. He was 
one of Vhe first prominent men to oppose 
the expansion doctrine, and In an inter- 
view with the Cincinnati Ennuirer Fri- 
day reiterated bis reasons for his op- 
position. Among other tbinfli ha said 
"The disposition, in many quarters, 
among public men i^nd tbe press, to vilify 
and abase those who do not blindly ac' 
cept the imperialistic doctrine, is by no 
means a hopeful signt It is un-American, 
because an attempt to prevent free 
speech, and is in fall consonance with 
the doctrine of imperialism which brooks 
no opposition. It is said that opposition 
to tha treaty embarraasea, complicates 
and increasee dangers abroad, and that in 
order to escape such consequences we 
should not allow ourselves to discuss or 
provide against dangers at home. It is 
also contended that a treaty having been 
made, it would l>e cowardly to fail to 
carry it to a legitimate eondnsion. The 
people of the United States do not belong 
soul and body to Commisaionera appoint- 
ed to form a treaty. The Constitution, 
in aaying that no treaty shall become 
effectual until ratified by a two-thirds vote 
of tbe Senate dedarea in so many words 
that the Gommissionera are solwervient 
to the will of the people as reflected by 
their representatives, and the whole 
object of tbe law is to aSord full and fair 
debate. Until fatifled tbe treaty i» a 
mere executory ajjreement. 

"If it be cowardly to oppose a treaty, 
then there should hB do such ral*,'bat it 
8tK)uld become efTeilive without Sena- 
torial sanction, and tlie people be placed 
in the handa of a oommiasion, withont 
power to proteat against or even object to 
i's action. I do not charge that thme 
who seek to fasten imperialism upon the 
Nation are its enemies ; nor do I deny to 
them that patriotism of which all Amer- 
icana are poHnesRed ; but I believe some 
are blinded by the glamour of what ihey 
believe to be immense empire and mani- 
fest destiny, others are borne along upon 
what is thought to be the resistless wave 
of public sentiment, and yet others be- 
cause they are unable to refuse obedience 
to the will of those who stand behind tbe 
movement. 

"In the first place, the acquisition of 
foreign territory is in direct opposition to 
the Monroe doctrine by which our actions 
have been governed since its enunciation. 
The moment we establish a precedent 
that we may enter the Kastern Hemi- 
sphere and acijuire territory, that moment 
we are estoppe'i from denying a similar 
right to forei^m nations in this hemi- 
sphere. An extension of their power here 
would endanger our institntiona, an ex- 
tension of our power there, they may as- 
sume, would produce the same result as 
to theirs. For three-quarters of a cen- 
tury the United States has 6rmly upheld 
the Monroe doctrine. Meanwhile, we 
have inqreased from a comparatively in- 
significant popnlation to mora than 70,* 

000. 000 people. Thlf ia now tbe wealth- 

1. -st Nation on the globe, the workshop 
and granary ol the world. American in- 
genuity, intelligence and progreaa have 
forged ahead of all other nations. Surely 
such a position should oontent us. 

"Besides, the United Btatea baa a large 
(|uantity of territory comparatively va- 
cant, open and suitable for Battlement. 
By reclaiming arid regiOQ* there would 
be added to this many thousands of 
acres. We have ample territory for 
many years to come, but even if other 
lands are necessary we should acquire by 
fair and just means those that are con- 
tiguous and inhabited by intelligent and 
civilised people. It ia no argument to 
cite tbe annexation of Texas, or the 
Louisiana, Florida, Mexican and Alaakan 
purchases. All these lands are situated 
in this hemisphere, and, except the last 
niiiiied, are contiguous territory. Be- 
sides, they were comparatively unin- 
habited, there waa no protest against 
their ac(iuireiiu'nt by a people Ntruggling 
for their liberty, and they became homes 
for the people. None of these conditions 
apply to the Philippines, and, besides, 
their sorroundinga and climate render 
them onfavoiiible, if not impoadble, of 



kettlement bv the dtisens of this eiran- 
try. The dilTerent races of people that 
Inhabit them render even more difficult 
any solution of citisenship. 

"For more than a quarter of a century 
this country has signally failed to settle 
the race qoeation at liome. And if we 
can not accomplish this in bur own land 
bow can we hope to accomplish it abroad 
with a clasa of people none of whom can 
compare with oars, and many of whom 
kn a tbonsand timea mora ignorant and 

degraded than any who inhabit this 
country. If we cannot solve the ques- 
tion at JranM, hoW ean «• espec* to 
solve it thousands of miles away f II we 
can not guarantee constitution^ righta to 
a portion of our own pt&fHt, htm can we 
guarantee such rights there ? If, indeed, 
it be true, as contended, that tbe Con- 
Mtation can not be enforced here, be- 
cause of public sentiment, what will be 
the result there? 

"There is no warrant in tbe Constitu- 
t'oa or apirit of Republican institutions 
which will aathorise a military govern- 
ment in those inlands— a government 
which is marked not only by force, but 

which tazea witlKMit repreaentation. 
• •**•* 

"The cry of "manifest destiny," the 
glittering proapect of grandeur and 
power, are no new thinga in history. 
The same spirit moved Oaeaar, the same 
siren voices lured Alexander and Napo- 
leon. The fate of the Roman and Mace- 
donian Empirea, and last, though by no 
means leas^ of Spain, should be suffi- 
cient to dispel thia dream of imperialism. 
Tbey have gone down in min. Such la 
the irony of fa'e. Such is the pnnisli- 
ment which an all-wise power intlicta on 
those who by sword and co&qoeat extend 
dominion over others. 

"As sorely as our possessions are ex- 
tended to the Eastern Hemiaphere, just 
so surely moat we have an alliance with 
England. Otherwise we can not hope to 
maintain them. That aha ia anxious for 
this alliance there can be no question, 
for H is to her inters There is not on 
(he face of tbe globe another nation so 
thoroughly selfish and calculating. Her 
statesmen appredate the fact that the 
day is not far distant when she will need 
help, and hence they seize upon the 
p resent opportonity."

John Brown and Charles Jones, both 
colored, were brought in from Orange- 
burg late Saturday afternoon by Consta- 
ble Tolle and Jailed on a char^'e of shoot- 
ing and killing William finley, also col- 
ored. 

Finley waa ahot about 4 o'clock Friday 

afternoon, and lingeted until Saturday 
morning about (> o'clock. The shooting 
occurred at a small cabin just beyond 
Orangaborg, and It ia thoaght waa the re- 
sult of a qnarral over a game ql craps or 
cards. 

The three named were the only parties 
in the room at the time. Some parties 
outside heard the ahot, and whan Brown 
and Jones came out tbe dooi' one waa 
heard to remark we've got him at last, or 
something to that eSwi, They claim, 
however, that Finley shot blmablf. 

The ball antand Ftailay'a' throat and 
ranged down and back, lodging it ia 
thought near the spinal column. The 
woand indicates that Finley was shot by 
some one who waa ataadfaig over hUn at 
the time. 

Coroner .Joseph Wood went out Satur- 
day and held an inquest. Tbe jury found 
that Finley came to hie de^th by a ahot 
fired either by Brown or Jonaa. 

The case will be invesUgatad by the 
grand jury this week.
